THE FORTHCOMING REPOIIT OF POST- 


MASTER-GENITAL G RESn AM.—The forth- 
coming annual report of the Postmaster- 
General will show that 3,000 post offices 
were established during the past fiscal 
year. These are scattered all over the 
country and indicate a gratifying growth 
toward the West and South. This will 
leave, after tlie discontinuance of offices 
ore deducted, not quite an increase of 
2,000. 
The total number of offices in 


the Republic is about 48,000. Of these 
about 6,000 are money order offices. 
Pennsylvania has the largest number of 
offices of any of the States; she has about 
3,700, New York comes next with 3,000, 
Ohio next with 2,600, Illinois next with 
2,100, Missouri ranks next and will be 
shown to have nearly or quite 2,000, while 
Indiana will crowd well up toward that 
number. Alaska has 7 post officesf the 
District of Columbia 6, and Wyoming 85. 
Omitting these, no State or Territory has 
so few that their number may be ex- 
jressed with less than three figures, and 
twenty States, have above a thousand 
each. 


THE TEMPER A W*'B CAMPAIGN IU 


OHIO. 


The temperance people in Ohio bave 


succeeded in making the question nearest 
to them the prime issue in the election 
to be held in that State in October. The 
constitution of Ohio does not permit the 
granting or licenses; and it ban been 
found impossible to prevent tha selling 
of liquor, which has been carried on 
•without the sanction of law, and conse- 
quently without regulation and without 
laying anything to the comtnuuity in 
even partial compensation for the ex- 
jenses caused by the traffic in its simul- 
ation of pauperism and crime. 
To 


remedy this injustice, the "Scott law" 
was passed, which taxes the liquor sellers 
$200 per year and the beer sellers $150. 
The constitutionality of this law was 
affirmed by the Supreme Court after 
a 


severe legal contest, and the saloonists 
bave paid 
into various local treasuries 


nearly $2,000,000. The effect of this 
will be to reduce the taxes; and the tax 
is claimed likewise to bave closed up a 
large number of cheap groggeriei, whose 
proprietors either could not afford to pay 
it, or did not choose to do so. The law 
is for these reasons so popular among the 
mass of people that the Democratic oppo- 
sition to it has materially slackened. But 
it does not, of course, satisfy the temper- 
ance people, who hold that the 
traffic 


should be prohibited, and especially that 
the State should refuse to give it any 
sanction or recognition. 
To meet the 


views of this class, a strong prohibitory 
amendment was submitted to the people, 
and will be voted upon in the next elec- 
tion. 
The extreme temperance element 


is wisely devoting all its energies to 
securing votes for this amendment, leav- 
ing its members free to vote for the can- 
didates of either party. 
A heavy vote 


for prohibition would have a wonderfully 
stiffening effect upon the backbone of the 
legislature and the officers of the law, 
even if it cannot be carried. 
A second 


amendment authorizing the legislature to 
grant licenses and "regulate the traffic, is 
also to he voted for, but is receiving a 
less earnest support. 
The politicians ari 


greatly bothered at having a moral issui 
to meet, but an infusion of moral princi- 
ple will not hart the politics of the period 
The diminution of the power and th 
evils of the liquor traffic is one of th 
most vital issues of the times.—Christain 
Register.

COMPLETION OF THE NOHIHEUN PA 


COTTON All KlJiO. 


Tlie old assertion that cotton is king 


has not been heard in the United State 
since the war. 
Cotton proved a sorry 


king when its regal rights had to be 
maintained at the point of the bayonet 
and nothing is now heard of its regal as- 
sumptions. And yet, in the sense that 
cotton was ever king, it is still king. 
It 


leads the export list, as it did before 
1860, although not so largely. 
For the 


fiscal year ending June 30,1883, the ex 
ports of cotton amounted.to |247,326, 
621, while the exports of breadstuffs, in- 
cluding both wheat arid corn and their 
products, only reached the sum total of 
$202,440,710, or a little more than four- 
fifths of the export value of the cotton. 


If cotton failed to establish its king- 


ship in the ante-bellum days still less can 
it set up that claim now. The total value 
of the cotton crop of the country is over- 
shadowed by that of either wheat, corn or 


hay, 
the difference being that the largest 


part of the three last mentioned crops is 
consumed in this country and not sent 
abroad. 
Cotton has to be manufactured 


before it is consumed and consequently 
goes where capital is plenties! and U- 
bor cheapest, thus leading the export 
list. 


If the cotton-raising States could more 


generally manufacture their raw material 
and add to its export value the cost of the 
labor necessary to manufacture it, to- 
gether with a fair profit on the same, the 
relative importance of their special pro- 
duct would be greatly increased. 
Not 


that it would then become king, for no 
one product in a country of such diversi- 
fied productions as ours can ever do that. 
But much would be added to the value of 
the South's chief product and much to 
the wealth of the Southern people if this 
desirable end could be attained. 
It will 


be well worth the while of Southern econ- 
omists and' statesmen to devote their 
combined energies to such a laudable en- 
terprise.— PhiladelpJiia Times.

Ir 
the first place, the building of a Pacific 
rail road has ceme to be considered a 
little more than an ordinary undertaking 
The Northern Pacific is the third line of 
rail stretching from ocean to ocean. The 
novelty has worn off and the human im- 
agination is no longer staggered at the 
magnitude of the enterprise. 
Each new 


railway line built across the continent 
serves to lead the public to look at the 
matter as a private enterprise, of espec- 
ial interest to stockholders and the im 
mediate localities through which it hap- 
pens to pass. In other words, the nation- 
al or public character of such undertakings 
has been entirely lost sight of by their 
constantly increasing numbers. The new 
route, as well as the two which precede 
it, will serve a great public and national 
purpose, however, even if the 
general 


public has forgot to be enthusiastic in its 
demonstrations at its completion. 
It 


furnishes the three-fold cord to bind the 
Pacific and Atlantic states together, 
which cannot be broken. 
It opens to 


profitable and pleasant settlement millions 
of acres of the finest lands of the conti 
nent. Indeed, it is likely to do more for 
the public interests for some time to 
come than for those of the 
stockholders, 


as dividends on so long a line of road can 
hardly be expected until much more of 
the country through which it passes has 
been settled and developed. 
The general 


public will therefore have good cause to 
rejoice at its completion, whether it fires 
salutes and builds bonfires or not.— 
The Times.

nas such as can be found in the Southern 
Hates, prairies resembling those of Illi- 
nois, meadows and uplands such as may 
be seen iu New England." It is difficult 
to picture all these in conjunction, cou- 
pled too with spouting geysers, the alka- 
ine soil of the American deser, and the 
;ountless natural curiosities which have 
made tlie Yellowstone region famous on 
both sides of the Atlantic. . Not the

—Little Switzerland is disturbed about 


the large increase in its foreign popula- 
tion. 
Between 1870 and 1880 nearly 


60,000 natives of other countries settled 
within Swiss territory, and about the 
same number of natives of Switzerland 
emigrated to other countries. The for- 
eign born population of the whole repub- 
lic, as compared with the whole of the 
native born population, is only about 74 
per cent., but in some districts, especially 
those near the border lines, it is very much 
Wrger. In one canton the foreigners con- 
stitute 34, and in another 374 per cent of 
the entire population. A slight increase 
in the foreign immigration and the native 
emigration will place the foreign residents 
in the majority, a fact that probably 
would have no parallel in any other coun- 
try, and might lead at tirues to serious 
difficulties.

glass, pint or quart in preference to beer, 
wine, whiskey, ale or porter. Many of 
these persons do so upon the recommen- 
dation of physicians, as a remedy for in- 
digestion, dyspepsia and diseases of the 
kidneys, liver and bladder. 
The drink- 


ing of pure fresh milk had long preced- 
ed this as a wholesome diet for aged per- 
sons and for invalids and weak persons 
generally. 
But the men who now stand 


up to the bar and drink buttermilk by 
the 
quart, 
are 
mostly persons of 


robust physique and active habits of life, 
and who have grown weary of malt "and 
spirituous liquors, but who have no taste 
for ginger-ale, sarsaparilla, lemonade and 
other temperance drinks. 
The popular- 


ity of this habit has created a remarka- 
ble demand for buttermilk, and bids fair 
to nationalize the drinking of this fluid 
as a beverage among the common peo- 
ple of all classes, precisely as it has long 
been habitual with the pleasantry in Ire- 
land. There is one powerful recommen* 
dation it its favor, to the effect that it is 
utterly impossible for any person ever to 
become intoxicated with it.—Germantown 
Telegraph.

BANCROFT THE HISTOEIAJT. 


A correspondent of 
the 
Cleveland 


Leader, after a visit to Mr. Bancroft's 
houso at Newport, E. I., where be found 
the found tbe "finest rose-garden on the 
continent," writes: 


A fine specimen of the highest class of 


intellectual workers is the Hon. George 
Bancroft. 
Over 83 years of age, be has a 


frame of iron, and a brain as bright aa 
that of a youth. 
He is of middle height, 


lean and wiry. His thin, thoughtful face 
is lengthened by his long, silky beard of 
sable silver, and his thick, gray hair i« 
combed back from a broad, high, brawny 
forehead. He has light blue eyes and a 
complexion darkened by the winds of his 
daily horseback rides—for this old man 
rides daily, and he has one of the best 
blooded Kentucky steeds in Washington. 
Among the questions I asked him at this 
visit was : "How long can you ride, Mr. 
Bancroft, without tiring?" He replied 
with a laugh, "I don't know. All day, I 
suppose, if I had the time. Riding does 
not tire, and I generally spend three or 
four hours a day in the saddle." 


I here looked around tbe room and 


remarked, "Mr. Bancroft, you have a fine 
library." "Yes," he replied, and his face 
lighted up as he did so, and I could see 
that he was very proud of hit books. He 
arose and took me around the shelves, 
showing me how the books were two rows 
deep, and pointed out some of the rarer 
editions. 
He then gave me into the 


hands of his German valet, a bright Ber- 
liner, whom he picked up when he was in 
Prussia and brought to this country, 
telling him to show me over the rest of 
the library. 
Bancroft's library is one of 


the finest private callections in the United 
States ; every book of it is valuable, and 
it contains works in all the modern lan- 
guages. There are over 12,000 volumes, 
and these are closely packed in the four 
large rooms which comprise the literary 
workshop of their owner. 
No display is 


made in the way of expensive cases for 
the books. 
They are all kept in common 


shelves running along the wall, without 
covering of 
either glass or curtain. 


Bancroft knows his library perfectly, and 
could find any of his books in the dark.
